Being a By-law to provide the rates of pay for hourly rated 
employees and the benefits that are subject to employment with 
the Township. 

WHEREAS it is necessary and expedient to provide by By-law 
for the remuneration to be paid hourly rated employees in 19 80 
and benefits for their services to this Municipality. 

BASIC RATES OF PAY EFFECTIVE JANUARY 1st, 19 80. 

GRADER & TRUCK OPERATORS 

(with over 2 years service) Maximum - $6.85 per hour 

NEW GRADER & TRUCK OPERATORS BEGIN AT - $6.67 per hour 

CASUAL LABOUR - $5.00 per hour 

FULL TIME EMPLOYEES shall be allowed an additional nine (.09*) 
cents per hour over the basic rate for each year in service up 
to a limit of two years. 

ALL TOWNSHIP EMPLOYEES shall be paid every second Friday 
commencing January 18th, 1980. The cut-off date for time sheets 
including overtime will be the Friday preceeding the actual pay 
date. All time sheets must be submitted to the Road Superinten- 
dent or Road Foreman the Monday following the pay period. Pay 
cheaues will be made available to the employees no later than 
5:00 p.m. on the Thursday following the pay period. 

EACH FULL TIME EMPLOYEE in the Road Department shall work a 
standard 4 5 hour period. 

Time and one-half will be allowed before 7:00 a.m. and after 
5:00 p.m. and from 5:00 p.m. Friday until 7:00 a.m. Monday. 



SCHEDULE "A" 

ALL TOWNSHIP EMPLOYEES will be granted leave of absence, with- 
out loss of pay, in order to make the necessary arrangements

2. The Area Municipality shall undertake all customer 
service, engineering, design construction and re- 
construction that is required to insure the successful 
operation and the continuation of the water system{s). 

3. The Area Municipality and the County shall jointly 
enter into and administer all subdivision development 
agreements relating to water service; and the setting 
of lot levies and other such charges relative to such 
agreements shall be subject to County approval.

5. The Area Municipality shall annually submit to the 
County an audited statement setting forth the 
financial position of the water works as of December 
31st, in each year. 
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6. The Area Municipality shall guarantee to the County, 
through its officers or agents, free access to fixed 
plant and buildings and all works under construction, 
for purposes of inspection and all accounts, reports 
and administrative data relative to the water system(s) 
shall similarly be made freely available upon request. 

7. All accounting for the water system(s) shall be 
exclusively for the water system (s) and no surpluses 
or deficits from the system(s) shall form any part of 
the accounting for any other system(s) operated by the 
Area Municipality. 

8. The Area Municipality shall, subject to County approval, 
maintain insurance coverage of all assets pertaining to

Being a By-law to designate fire routes and prohibit parking 
thereon .

ROADS 

1. a) The Owners shall extend Henry Street from the present 
southerly limit, south a distance of 200 feet more or 
less to provide complete access to two (2) residential lots 
more particularly described as Parts 1 and 2 of Reference Plan 
41R-1295, plus a turning point south of the aforementioned lots. 
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1. b) The Owners shall provide adequate "B" and "A" gravel 
to the Roadway described in Section 1 a) . 

c) The Owners shall supply and install two (2) inches of 
HL4 asphalt paving a width of 20 feet to Henry Street from the 
existing pavement south a distance of 132 feet more or less, or 
to the southerly boundary of the two (2) residential lots 
being Parts 1 and 2 of Reference Plan 41R-2195. 

d) The Owners shall provide adequate roadside ditches 
along the roadway to provide outlet for surface drainage. 

e) The Owners agree to complete the aforesaid works outlined 
in Sections 1. a) , b) , c) and d) no later than the 1st day 

of September, 1981. 

BUILDINGS 

2. The Township agrees that, upon filing of the prescribed 
application and payment of the prescribed fees, it shall issue 
permits for the construction of single-family residential 
dwelling units upon each of the building lots designated as 
Parts 1 and 2 of Reference Plan 41R-1295.
